BEPCBI.1CAN REMEDIES. 


The single gold standard, though vir- 


tually adopted by the United States, 
when silver was demonetized in 1873, 
has been in practical operation since 
1890 In that year tho Standard Dol- 
lar or Bland Act of 1878, was re- 
pealed, and the Sherman or Uullion 
Purchase Act enacted, as Sherman hag 
since admitted, to prevent the passage 
of an absolute free coinage bill. In 
1893, at ihe special session of Congress, 
the Bullion Purchase Act was repealed, 
gold Repul licaus and gold Democrats 
uniting'in Congress to pass the repeal 
bill. The advocates of that measure 
urged its passage upon lhe ground that 
it would restore confidence aud get the 
money that waa locked up in banks 
and in private cutters into circulation. 


It is now three years since the repeal 


bill went into effect and if confidence 
baa been restored and money boards 
put in circulation, the people have no 
evidence of it. 
Times are harder, 


money less abundant in the pockets of 
the public, and prices lower than at 
any time since the war. Tbe siugle 
gold standard has been tried and under 
it the country has been steadily going 
from bad to worse, and four years more 
of it moans the ruin of thousands, who, 
under the double standard, would bo 
in comfortable circuinstnnceu. 


The Republican party proposes to con- 


tinue the financial policy now fastened 
upon the country by tho Cleveland aud 
Harrison Admistrations. 
The only 


remedies that party offered 111 the 
House of Representatives, where all 
revenue measures must originate, were 
embodied in two bills, one for the issu- 
ance of bonds, and the other to change 
the tariff.

The I'nmous Declaration »n<> How It 


f\Vn* Promulgated. 


1 To-day ia the anniversary of the Dec- j 
laration of American . Independence, j 
When the Continental Congress con- 
vened in Independence Hall, tho Colo- 
nies were at war with the mother coun- 
try, and had been proscribed as rebels. 
June 7th, Richard Lee of Virginia in- 
troduced thoso resolutions: 


Roolved, That these United Colonies 


are, aud of right ought to be, free and 
independent States; that there absolved 
from all allegiance to tho British Crown, 
and that all political connection be- 
tween them and the State of Great 
Britain in, and ought to be totally dis- 
solved. 


Itesotved, That it is expedient forth- 


with to take the most effectual meas- 
ures for forming foreign alliances. 


Resolved, That a plan of confederation 


bo prepared and transmitted to all the 
Colonies for their consideration and 
approbation. 


There was no equivocation about 


these resolutions. They were as straight 
as tho Silver party's declaration for 
free coinage. Tho most conservative 
delegates hesitated at voting for so 
revolutionary a measure, for to favor 
its passage meant to array themselves 
in open rebellion against the Crown. 
So well was this fact known that 
the

ted from the journal of Congress. The 
leaders who admitted tho neeessity for 
separation, after careful deliberation, 
eloquently defended Mr. Lee's declara- 
ion, but it was finally resolved to de- 
er action until July 4th.

As regards the author of the immor- 


tal document there is no dispute. The 
honor belongs to Thomas Jefl'erson, 
The desk on which it is supposed to 
have been written is preserved in the 
State Department at Washington, as is 
the original draft, with its occasional 
corrections and interlineations. Though 
the deliberations of Congress upon the 
subject had been secret the public was 
aware of what was going on and the 
greatest interest was manifested. It 
was known that a bare majority of the 
States had instructed their delegates 
to vote for independence and the mere 
passage of the resolutions was assured, 
but nothing short of absolute unanim- 
ity would suffice on so important a sub- 
joc.t On July 1st tho vote on Lee's res- 
olution—which 
was practically 
the 


Declaration of Independence—was to 
hava been taken. 
The vote went over 


until tho next day, and all the Colo- 
nies but Now York voted for the adop- 
tion of the resolutions. On the 4th of 
July, the Declaration, having been can- 
vassed section by section and clause by 
clause, was ratified by Congress.

It was formally proclaimed to 
be Continental army July 9th, but the 
bast authorities say it was not printed 
until January, 1777. It is now kept

plates of French glass, inclosed in a 
iiard wood case, all of which ia herinet 
ioally sealed to oxcludo the duat and 
air, and of the sixty or more names 
which were written onit.nat more thai 
ten can be read, and thsy haye faded 
to a pale, sickly color. The npidt of 
those who signed the Declaration and 
pledged their livea, their fortunes and 
their sacred honor, to maintaiu its 
principles, still survives, and to-day 
throughout the United States it will 
manifest itself in various ways, all in- 
tended to bo patriotic.

HILLS AND VALLEYS OF THE OCEAN. 


There are stationary and moving 


hills and valleys on the surface of all 
the oceans making water ecapes ap- 
proaching the uuevenness of our land- 
scapes. 


To study the cause of these water 


hills, stationary and moving, is a part 
of the necessary work iu order to be 
informed on the weathor question. 


One of tho greatest ocean valleys lies 


northwest of tho Azoro islands, and one 
of tho greatest mountains or extensive 
hills is located in the vicinitj of Ice- 
land. 


One of these is several feet below, 


the other as many foot above the level 
and ships crossing the ocean from New 
York to. the Straits of Gibraltar sail 
down the slope half way across and up 
the slope the remainder of the voyage. 


In sailing from Newfoundland to St. 


Petersburg the trip is a gradual as- 
cent, the last half a descent. 


Thia northern elevation of vast ex- 


tent and the more extensive depression 
south of it are permanent, varying a 
little at intervals of rcbout twelve 
montha, the northern elevation going 
to its greatest height and the depres- 
sion south o£ it to its lowest point in 
July of each year. 


The weather bureau officials say that 


this great hill and greater valley of 
water 
are 
cauaed 
by tho winds.

moves the atmosphere, thereby origi- 
nating the wind.

A certain proportion of tlm cases of 


nervous disease which tho physician sees 
are due to physical injury. If a man be 
hit on the head with u club, the inevi- 
table result, if the blow be hard enough, 
will be a break of tho skull, bleeding 
from the torn vessels beneath and crash- 
ing of the substance of the brain itself. 
If tho blow be lighter, the brnin may 
still be injured, but the injury will ba 
less severe. A blow upon tho back may 
break tho spine and seriously in juris the 
spinal .cord. Tho injury may bo slight, 
merely ft pressure upon a single nerve 
for a few hours, yot that may (uinso trou- 
ble for weeks. Between thosn two ex- 
tremes tho nervous fiyatcm may suffer to 
almost any degree from injury. In iione 
of these cases need there be any previous 
nervous weakness or overstrain. The ef- 
fect is purely physical. If, therefore, we 
note in tho neighborhood of Dounybrook 
fair a great increase in nervous diseases, 
such increase may bo due, not to the 
greater demand which the conditions of 
modern lifo make upon the human brain,. 
but to the shillalah.—Dr. Philip C, 
Knapp in Century.
